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Cork and Orrery. 


Sir William Boyle, K.C.B., the new 
Commander-in-Chiei of the Home Fleet, is 
a scion of the House of the ' Great Earl 
of Corke.”” Richard Boyle, in his 
autobiography, recounted that when he 
arrived at Dublin in the reign of Eliza- 
beth his only assets were his clothing, some 
trinkets and £27 in cash, together with 
learning and experience acquired in foreign 
parts; ' but,” he wrote, “it has please 
the Almighty to take me, just as it were, 
by the hand and lead me into Ireland, 
where I happily arrived on Mid-Summer 
Eve, 1588.”’ 

Boyle, who was educated at Cambrid 
and held a minor ition in the Engi 
Exchequer, found favour with the Court 


at Whitehall, so that, despite the “ annoy- '

ances and persecutions ” of local authori- 
ties, he amassed rapidly a considerable 
fortune and was created successively: 
a Knight, Baron Youghal, and Earl ef 
Cork. The Earldom of Orrery was cor- 
ferred on his third son, whose grandsop, 
the fourth Earl, invented the planetarium 
(or ‘‘ Orrery ”), an apparatus for demon- 
strating the sizes, positions and movements 
of heavenly bodies, 


Dublin and Cork. 


Richard Boyle’s fortunes were enhanced 
considerably on the death of his first wife— 
a Limerick Yady. Subsequently he married 
another heiress,“ by whom ie obtained 
‘Preston's Inns” (Inns of Court), 
tc gether with adjoining property. Here, 
by the graveyard of St. Marie le Dam 
(Dame street), where the City Hall now 
stands, he built his mansion, and named 
it “Cork House on Cork Hill.” 

Further afield, the Earl-to-be had 
acquired vast estates. He purchased at a 
small price 20,000 acres of Sir Walter 
Raleigh's lands, together with an adjoin- 
ing portion of 12,000 acres, in Cork 
County. His scheme of development there 
was so rapid that soon he had founded 
or rebuilt the towns of Youghal, Balti- 
more, Clonakilty and Bandon (afterwards 
his family raised Midleton, Castlemartyr, 
Doneraile and Charleville). From these 
Cork estates he took his title. 


A Record Journey. 


In the story of his life, the first Earl of 
Cork described his voyages to the Kerry 
coast in the Pilgrim, which he had bought 
from Sir Walter Raleigh. Probably this 
was the ship in which he made his record 
journey across the Channel, when he left 
Shandon Castle at two o’clock on a morn- 
ing and supped on the evening of the next 
day with Sir Robert Cecil in London. The 
‘‘ Great Earl of Corke’’ was knighted in 
St. Mary’s Abbey, Dublin; he cultivated 
friendships with the men famous in our 


city in his time and to some of them, 
including Lord Primate Ussher and Suir 
James Ware, he bequeathed gifts of 


remembrance. 
On the Level. 


I am often amused at the quaint ideas 
and expressions that emanate from the 
United States.

friend who had occasion to travel to 


Geneva recently. In the course of the rail- 
way journey he happened to render some 
small service to an American who could 
not speak French.

Rooks and “Greetops. 


The rooms in which I am lodging (writes 
a correspondent), overlook a row of beech 
trees quite thirty feet high, and, ‘as I look 
out in the morning, the extreme “' level- 
ness ” of the tree-tops has interested me. 
It seemed obvious that no one would 
deliberately climb so high as that just to 
keep a row of beech trees level. Recently 


* i¢ struck me, however, that the reason 


might not be far to seek; for I noticed 
several of the rooks, with which the little 
copse is crowded, breaking off the top- 
most twigs to get material for their nests. 
I asked an expert about this, and he told 
me that probably the rooks have every- 
thing to say to it. Scores of birds, he 
said, engaged in the same operation season 
after season, would certainly keep the tops 
level. In support of this theory he pointed 
out that the trees, though skimpy down 
below, are bushy up above. This is 
exactly what would be the effect of this 
inexpert pruning, and all goes to prove the 
power of mere birds to modify the shape of 
trees. 


Gaster Holidays. 


All Government departments will be 
closed on Easter Monday, but a skeleton 
staff will be retained in certain public de- 
partments to-day. Officials who attend for 
duty on Saturday are, I am told, granted 
Easter Tuesday as a day in lieu—not at all 
a bad exchange. 

In the good old days before the Treaty 
(writes a civil servant) if was quite a 
common occurrence for some departments 
to close down for a week or more—that is, 
from Holy Thursday until Easter Monday 
week—but these days passed with the 
passing of the British régime. Since 1922 
there has been a litany of new regulations 
in regard to the civil servant, all designe 
to restrict his former privileges and to 
make his official life less happy than it 
was. A longer working day, strict 
punctuality, no time grace in the morn- 
ings, shorter holidays, fewer public holi- 
days and less pay—all have combined to 
take the gilt off the civil servant’s ginger- 
bread. Even administrative chiefs must 
now be in their offices not later than

HE famous Milan opera house, La 
Scala, is celebrating the Easter festi- 
val with a performance of the opera that 
shows its gredt resources to the best 
advantage. That opera, of course, is 
Verdi’s “ Aida.” La Scala has at com- 
mand the heroic voices required for Verdi's 
brilliant arias and ensembles. It has a 
splendid orchestra, well able to do justice 
to his score. It has the largest permanent 
chorus maintained by any opera house, and 
this chorus delights in the opportunities 
it gets in “ Aida.’’ La Scala has also a 
properly trained stage band accustomed 
to the work required of it in opera, and 
not likely to be the laughing stock that 
the stage band so often is elsewhere. La 
Scala, moreover, has the specially made 
trumpets, always known as the “ Aida ”’ 
Si that are used in the triumphal 
march. | 
Last for mention, though almost first in 
importance in connection with ‘‘ Aida,’’ it 
has the great width and depth of stage, 
more necessary and more effective in use 
in “ Aida ” than in any other opera. The 
Milanese themselves, no matter how 
accustomed, still are thrilled with pride 
when they look upon the great scene of 
the Triumph of Radames, for they know 
that in no other theatre in the world can 
it be seen just so. 


THE SCENE. 


If you are listening to this performance 
to-night—it will be broadcast by the North 
Italian stations, and by an Austrian and 
a French station—picture to yourself that 
splendid stage spectacle. The great volume 
of sound from chorus, orchestra and stage 
band will more or less suggest it to you. 
On the royal dais is the Kgyptian King 
with his daughter, Amneris. With them 
are courtiers and attendants, the latter in- 
cluding the Princess’s dusky slave, 
‘* Aida.”’ Close by is the High Priest, with 
an attendant body of priests, and in front 
of the dais is a guard of honour. The other 
side and the back of the stage are occupied 
by the main body of the chorus, represent- 
ing the populace assembled to witness the 
triumph allowed to Radames on his return 
from his victory over the LKgyptians’ 
enemy, Amonasro, whom we =§ shortly 
recognise as Aida’s father. 

As the triumphal procession enters, the 
numbers on the stage are rapidly swelled. 
The trumpeters sound their fanfares, the 
band advances, then the victorious 
generals escorts of troops. Last comes 
Radames himself, his chariot followed by 
a train of captives, headed by Amonasro. 

All this, im a scene brilliantly lighted 
to. represent Egypt’s sunshine, and with 
all the costumes correspondingly bright 
and gay.

address to the National Union of Journalists, 
at their annual delegate meeting at Newport 
ga on Thursday. - 
Confessing himself a warm supporter of 
the Union’s continued affiliation with the 
International Federation of Journalists, he 
said: ‘To me it seems crystal clear that the 
troubles under which the world is labouring 
to-day, whether manifested in chaotic finance, 
fiscal excesses, or aggressive militarism, are 
the outcome not of an intelligent interna- 
tidnalism, but of a combination of racial sus- 
picion and exaggerated nationalism. 

“The importance of the part which the 
newspaper Press of all countries can play in 
fostering what President Roosevelt recently 
described as ‘the policy of the good neigh- 
bour ' cannot be over-estimated. 

“We, members of the National Union of 
Journalists, as the biggest organisation of 
working journalists in the world, would be 
sadly lacking in our sense of responsibility 
and false to our democratic’ traditions if— 
quite apart from the professional advantages 
which such co-operation affords—we failed to 
give full support to a movement which seeks 
to promote a better understanding. between 
working journalists of differeiit nationalities 
and, as a consequence, to tmprove relations 
between the peoples they represent. Who 
shall say that internationalism on these lines 


1] is not capable of. making a valuable contribu- 


tion to the peace and sanity of a distracted 
world ?”’ 

Mr. Gregson expressed concern at the free 

and easy way in which to-day it was possible 
for young people to enter journalism. 
- In order to limit the inflow of newcomers 
into the profession, and to ensure that they 
should be of the right intellectual quality, 
he believed that something in the nature of 
examinations for journalistic entrants would 
be an inevitable development in the future. 

It would never be possible to make jour- 
nalism an entirely closed profession. There 
would always be a certain number of men 
with special qualifications, who, probably 
late in life, would make their way into 
journalism from other callings—men who 
might conceivably enrich journalism and en- 
large its influence.

BELFAST, Friday. 
HERE has been a distinct revival in 
Belfast shipbuilding during the past 
few months. After a period of prolonged 
depression, when there was not a single 
ship under construction on the twenty- 
four shipbuilding berths in the port, an 
‘order was received by Messrs. Workman, 
Clark and Co. for two 400 feet passenger 
and cargo motor ships for Messrs. Andrew 
Weir and Co. The keels of these vessels 
were laid a month ago, and considerable 
progress has been made with their con- 
struction. Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
Lid., have now received an order for two 
vessels for the Shaw Savell and Albion 
fast service. between London and New 
Zealand. These vessels will be of a sub- 
stantial size—500 feet long, with a dead- 
weight capacity of 12,000 tons—and it is 
expected that they will provide employ- 
ment for about 2,000 men for eighteen 
months. | 
The vessels will be high-class refrige- 
rated motor cargo liners, with refrigerated 
space of 500,000 cubic feet for the carriage 
of New Zealand mutton, beef, butter and 
fruit. The placing of the order is probably 
a development of the Ottawa Conference 
and the increase in trade between Great 
Britain and New Zealand. 


PLOTS FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


During their period of enforced idleness 
unemployed.men in Belfast are showing a 
desire to secure garden allotments.. The 
Garden Plots Association, of which Mr. 
Joseph G. Reid, 105 Royal avenue, is 
honorary treasurer, announce that within 
the last few weeks a considerable number 
of men have been accommodated on fresh 
ground, and are revelling in the occupa- 
tion of breaking up the soil in ideal 
weather. The Association states, how- 
ever, that there is a long and increasing 
watting list, and they would be glad te 
receive further offers of ground, or infor- 
mation. where suitable ground could be 
obtained near the city. — 

At the moment a stretch of twelve 
acres has been secured on the Shore road 
—$pace to accummodate 150 men—but the 
provision of the ground is held up, as a 
sum of £60 or £70 is required to fence 
the section. The fencing of new sections 
and the system of providing seeds and 
implements on the instalment principle 
involve a considerable outlay, but there is 
no more useful way of showing sym- 
pathy with the unemployed. gi 


SCOUT CONFERENCE. 


The International Scout Jamboree will 
be held this. summer in Hungary, and a 
large contingent of Northern Ireland 
Scouts will participate in it. The wonder- 
ful growth of the Scout movement was 
described during the Ulster Scouters’ 
Conference by the International -Scout 
Commissioner, Mr. Hubert S. Martin, 
C.B.€., who has been aptly described as 
the second best-known Scout in the world. 
Twenty-five years ago, on the little island 
of Brownsea, off the Dorset coast. a man 
dreamed a dream and saw a vision. Little 
did the Chief Scout (Lord Baden-Powell) 
realise how quickly that dream would 
come true, and that within a few decades 
the movement which he initiated would 


spread over the world and have 2,500,000 


members. 


Mr. Martin declared that he had 
camped and “‘hiked’’ with brother Scouts 
in twenty-three different countries—with 
white Scouts, black Scouts, yellow Scouts 
and red Scouts—and he had become con- 
vineed that, whatever his nationality. 
creed or class might be, to a very large 


extent a boy was a boy all the world over, 
with very much the same characteristics, 
the same charm, and sometimes very much 
the same “‘cussedness.”” The Bos Scout 
movement is a strong organisation in the 
North, and the Catholic Boy Scouts is 
also a growing organisation. - 


ATTRACTING THE TOURIST. 


The Ulster Tourist Development Asso- 
ciation’ has a comprehensive programme 
for the coming season, when, it is hoped, 
the number of tourists that will visit 
Northern Ireland will constitute a record. 
Arrangements for this year’s publicity in- 
clude a Se ut of 55,000 copies of the ex- 
cellent 1952 guide, a reprint of 15,000 of 
the 1932 poster, a supplementary issue of 
2,500 posters of the same design on card- 
board, 40,000 copies of the leaflet “Coming 
Events in Northern Ireland,” and -100,000 
copies of a new folder, one side of which 
contains a map of Northern Ireland show- 
ing places of interest and ancient monu- 
ments. In addition, the Association is 
producing a set of county folders. 

Last year the Association expended 
£1,500 on direct Press advertising. The 
Association continues to promote friendly 
relations with the two kindred organisa- 
tions, the Travel and Industrial Develop- 
ment Association of Great Britain and the

IMPROVED RESORTS, 


The Ulster Tourist Association report a 
continuing improvement in hotel and 
boarding-house accommodation in Northern 
Ireland. It is obvious that, while the 
Association can do much to encourage 
tourists to freland, it is entirely within 
the power of those who cater for visitors 
to ensure that they return. There is no 
finer advertisement for the country than 
the visitor who goes away satisfied, 
with a desire to return and-to induce his 
friends to come also. In recent years the 
hotel accommodation in the North has 
been greatly improved and modernised. 
Hot and cold water in bedrooms is now 
the rule rather than the exception, and in 


jsome of the more recently constructed 


hotels there are such comforts as electric 
heaters in bedrooms and corridors. 

The seaside resorts are. also doing more 
to provide holiday attractions. Portrush 
has now a third golf course, in addition to 
humerous tennis courts and bowling 
greens. Newcastle will open in the com- 
img season a new swimming pond. Bangor 
has its municipal golf. course, and is ex- 
tending the tennis and other facilities for 
outdoor recreation. Donaghadee has a 
new water supply, and tennis courts, in 
addition to an excellent golf course. It is 
the desire of the Tourist Association and 
the Northern Government to make_tourist 
trafic a prosperous and permanent in- 
dustry, and with the co-operation of all 
interests this is being achieved. 


LAND ANNUITIES. 


The Northern farmers, notwithstand- 
ing Viscount Craigavon’s emphatic rejec- 
tion of their request for a reduction in 
the land annuities, are pressing for a 
reconsideration of the payments, and such 
reorganisation of the finances of the 
scheme as would reduce the immediate 
payment without in any way repudiating 
liability. How this can be effected has 
been put forward by 
Carrickfergus, who is keenly interested in 
all matters relating to agriculture. He 
contends that the sinking fund established 
in connection with the land annuity pay- 
ments has exceeded—owing to the higher 
rates of interest prevailing since the 
War—the amount contemplated at the 
beginning, and that the farmers should 
get the benefit of the increase. By making 
full allowance for the higher interest 
received upon the sinking fund, Mr. Boyd 
calculates that an annuity of £40 per 
annum could be reduced now to £26 if 
the farmers got the full advantage or the 
increased value of their sinking fund. 

Many farmers in the North feel that 
this whole matter ought to be carefully 
investigated by an expert committee. on 
which the farmers would have due repre- 
sentation, and that their legitimate 
demands for a rearrangement of the 
finances of land purchase should not be 
turned down peremptorily. 


A GREAT HOSPITAL. 


Belfast is deservedly proud of the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, one of the largest and 
best equipped general hospitals in Great 
Britain or Ireland, She is also proud of 
the fact that it is largely maintained by 
the working men and women in the city. 
The upkeep of the hospital amounts to 
£57,000 per annum, and the greater portion 
of this is provided by the Workers’ Com- 
mittee, which organised weekly hospital! 
collections in the shipyards, mills, fac- 
tories and workshops in Belfast. This 


| contribution, usually 1d. per week per 


worker, is collected as regularly as the 
levy t6 the trade union funds. It is 
interesting to note that, while general con- 
tributions have declined, the workers’ sub- 
scriptions, notwithstanding trade depres- 
sion and unemployment, have remained 
steady, which is an indication of the high 
opinion entertained by the workers of the 
services rendered by the hospital. The 
street collection last year realised £3,770, 
and this year a big effort will be made to 
raise £5,000. There are 400 patients in 
the hospital, 160 nurses and about 90 
physicians and surgeons.. Apart from the 
great services of the hospital to the sick 
and injured, not the least valuable part 
of its work is the facilities which it affords 
for training 40 young doctors and 36 
skilled nurses every year.

A basis of agreement 
with Sweden will be submitted to Parlia- 
ment shortly after Easter. Heads of an 
agreement with Norway and Denmark 
have been reached, involving, as Mr. 
Walter Runciman announced in the House 
of Commons this week, the prospect of a 
considerable expansion of trade. Between 
Britain and Germany, once formidable 
rivals for the world’s markets, an arrange- 
ment is being devised which, on the one 
hand, virtually will double the amaunt 
of British coal exports to Germany, and, 
on the other hand, will allow certain 
German goods to enter Britain on 4 
reduced scale of duty. The process of 
agreement, in all. probability, will con- 
tinue until Great Britain has entered 
into specific relations ‘with nearly all 
foreign countries for mutual advantage. 
Two nations, however, are in a fair way 
to lose whatever benefits they once 
possessed, or still might derive,’ from 
association with the great English market. 
The first is Soviet Russia, whose high- 
handed treatment of British subjects has 
roused the normally sluggish Government 
at Westminster to drastic action. An 
Anglo-Soviet agreement has expired, 
and it is most certain that no 
new agreement will take its place; the 
Russians must suffer for their breach of 
the diplomatic courtesies.

The Mescow Trial, 


It is expected that the Moscow trial 
will continue for some days, but a con 
stant watch will be maintained here b: 
the Foreign Office, and a Cabinet meeting 
will be called immediately, if circum 
stances should warrant such action. The 
Russian Imports Act received the Rova'! 
Assent yesterday, and Mr. Stanle 
Baldwin, as Acting Prime Minister durin» 
the absence of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. 
will be enabled to take any steps deemed 
desirable to carry into effect the powers 
secured from Parliament. Public opinion 
in this matter 1s so definitely in favour 
of the full protection of British. subjects 
that there can be little doubt about 
definite action on the part of the Govern 
ment if it is required. In political circles 
there is a fe@ling that the Soviet Govern 
thent fully appreciates the force of British 
opinion in this matter. 


O.G.P.U. Methods. 


The proceedings at the Moscow trial 
yesterday have thrown a new light on ma 
so-called confession of Mr. Macdonal: 
while Sir John Simon’s explicit Bhi, 
tion in the House of Commons has made 
it abundantly clear that Great Britain has 
nothing with which te reproseh herse!f 
in connection. with the inquiry. Mr. 
Macdonald's withdrawal of his plea of 
guilty is a highly significant indication of 
the methods of the 0.G.P.U., which con- 
sist of an almost continuous stream of 
questions, designed. to break down. the 
moral of the victim, and a series of con- 
frontations with people who allege that 
the prisoner has made statements of the 
kind desired to them. The questioning is 
conducted by relays of highly specialised 
investigators, and may take place at any 
moment. A favourite plan is to let the 
Em sleep and then suddenly to rouse 

im with a string of accusations. The 
prisoner is always told that his colleagues 
or fellow-workers have admitted the truth 
of the charges, and is called upon to con- 
fess in order that his punishment may be 
lightened. It would seem that this method 
has been applied to Mr. Macdonald. 


The “Officer in the Tower.” 


The sentence inflicted upon Lieutenant 
Baillie-Stewart will be promulgated to the 
Army through the medium of the. London 
Gazette, and in this connection the avord- 
ing of the sentence is of importance. 
Cashiering in every case must precede the 
sentence of imprisonment or penal servi- 
tude, so that the offender may go to prison 
as a civilian and not as an officer. Sen- 
tences imposed do not take effect until 
they are promulgated, but, when that 
takes place, the accused is dismissed not 
only from the Army, but also from every 
other post in which he may hold a com-. 
mission from the Crown, while it further 
entails the loss of any decorations awarded 
for services. In addition, the subject is 
precluded for ever from holding any 
oficial position in the civil, naval or mili- 
tary services under the Crown. There are 
eight degrees of punishment in the case of 
offending officers, the first of which is 
death. Lieutenant Baillie-Stewart has 
been awarded the second—penal servitude 
for not less than three years. 


’ France’s Prestige. 


The French Government, having come 
to the conclusion that France has lost her 
prestige in foreign countries, has decided 
to spend several miilions of frances more 
every year on propaganda. A Department 
for P anda is now being reorganised 
at the d’Orsay, under the direction 
of M. Pierre -Comert; formerly head of the

Guard William Quinlan was the com- 
plainant in an information summons, before 
Mr. Hannan, at the Dublin District Court

Trafalgar terrace, Monkstown, with sending 
a threatening letter to Anne (Connor, ol 
St. Brendan’s terrace, Dun Laoghaire, with 
using threatening language towards her and 
with assaulting her. 

The letter alleged to have been sent pur 
ported to be addressed from the East Wall 
and was signed “Jack.” Extracts from it 
were :— 

“I am terribly prejudiced, against 
rou. J] have lost control of myself. You 
have carried everything too far, and now 
I openly declare that 1 mean to be you: 
bitterest enemy. You have done every- 
thing humanly possible to degrade me, 
and I hope you realise the damage., 
But, no!’ You can never give a clean 
thought to any mortal thing. You 
punishéd me in a merciless manner. Í 
atuck it as long as Í -could, but now | 
am reeking with vengeance. I cannot 
work, because the idea holds me that 
you deserve killing ... . . 1 am coming 
into town again this ‘evening, and you 
ean see me if you like at Harrison s at 
5.35. I am then going to get mad drunk, 
so you can have a few words with me 
while 1 am sane. I don’t think I'l) see 
you any more after this evening, unless 
think of some mad thing while I am 
drunk.”’ 

Mr. D. O'Donovan (State Solicitor’s De- 
partment) prosecuted, and Mr. Herman Gooil 
appeared for the defence. 


GIRL’S DIARY. 


The case was partly heard last week, and 
the evidence of Miss O'Connor was now con- 
tinued. She was allowed to consult a diary, 
which she wrote up each day, in order te 
verify dates of meetings. with defendant and 
other incidents connected with the case. 
From this she said she knew it was on dru 
March defendant, who was then somewhat 
intoxicated, walked with her te the Plaza, 
where she was engaged, because it was on 
4th March she got the threatening ietter. 
On 5th March defendant followed her as she 
was returning from Mass. She ignored him, 
and told he: father: about the Jetter; and 
her father told the Guards. On 6th March 
defendant. called at the Plaza and tried to 
force his way into the offices, alleging falsely 
that she owed. him money. . On 7th March 
he followed her when she got off a ‘bus, and 
called her insulting names. 

Mr. Good asked. her why, after all this, 
she wrote on 25th March to defendant, ad- 
dressing him as “ Dear Jack,” and telling 
him that “she would show the gang there 
was a kick in her yet,” 

Miss O'Connor said she did not mean what 
was in the letter, but wrote it from motives 
of policy, as she wanted to get back other 
letters she had written, and which defendant 
was holding over har. 


NO ENGAGEMENT. 


Michael O’Conncr, . father of Miss Anne 
O'Connor, said .he first met the defendant 
on 2nd February, when the latter called at 
his house to get his daughter to write a 
letter to the Port and Docks Board. Cannon 
dictated the contents of the letter, and when 
his daughter wrote it he took it away with 
him, here had never been any question 
of an engagement between his daughter au: 
Cannon. 

Mr. Good—How often did Cannon call at 
your house?—-Two or three times. 
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Did he send drink up to your house ?—He 


sent a half-dozen hottles of stout up twice. 

And you kept it?—I didn’t throw it out. 
(Laughter. ) 

Evidence wes next given about an inci- 
dent on the night of Saturday, 11th March.

John Cannon, the defendant, who gave his 
age as thirty-two, said that he lived. with an 
aunt at 14a Trafalgar terrace, Monkstown. 
For vears he had gone under the name of 
Hamilton, having been reared with a family 
which suggested that. He first met Miss 
Anne O'Connor on 29th July, 1932, and kept 
company with her for nine or ten months 
after that, spending a lot of money on taking 
her to the pictures, the theatre, and so on.
